ENDED  31st  DECEMBER  1956. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
SCALBY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Needham  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  for  1956. 

Again  the  Registrar-General's  estimate  of  population  shows 
a  slight  increase  in  spite  of  the  excess  of  deaths  over  births. 

The  vital  statistics  are  again  satisfactory  and  the 
incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  very  low.  The  exception  was 
tuberculosis.  The  occurrence  of  four  new  cases  reminds  me  that 
though  the  mortality  fron  this  disease  has  shown  a  considerable  fall 
over  the  last  few  years,  the  incidence  has  not  fallen  to  anything 
like  the  same  extent.  It  remains  a  serious  disease,  causing 
considerable  invalidism  and  demands  the  utmost  vigilance  fron  the 
health  services  and  the  public. 

I  thank  the  Committee  for  their  continued  interest  and 
support  and  Mr.  Horn  and  the  other  officials  of  the  Council  for  their 
ready  co-operation.

The  decrease  in  notifications  was  mainly  due  to  the  fall  in 
numbers  of  cases  of  measles.  Generally,  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease 
was  remarkably  low,  though  tuberculosis  showed  an  increase. 

National  Assistance  Act  1948  (Sections  47  and  50) 


It  was  not  necessary  during  the  year  to  resort  to  S.47  of  this 
Act  which  deals  with  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  or  suitable 
premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  within  the  meaning  of 
the  section,  nor  under  Section  50  was  the  Council  called  upon  to  arrange 
for  the  burial  of  any  person  for  whom  no  other  arrangements  for  burial 
had  been  or  were  being  made  by  any  other  persons.

"LITER  SUPPLY 


Regular  examination  of  the  Borehole  water  continued  to  be  carried 
out  and  without  exception  the  quality  proved  to  be  satisfactory.  Numerous 
Bacteriological  Examinations  have  substantiated  this  fact. 

During  the  fiscal  year  no  shortage  of  water  within  the  Urban  Area 

occurred. 

The  Parishes  of  Ravenscar  and  Staintondale ,  within  the  Rural 
District  of  Scarborough  are  now  supplied  frcrn  the  Scalby  Nabs  Borehole.

follows: - 

1.  16 1  yards  3"  Cast  Iron  Main  complete  with  Hydrants  and  Sluice  Valves 
to  serve  private  development  off  Hackness  Road  for  T.  Gibson 

2.  145  yards  3"  Cast  Iron  Main  complete  with  Hydrants  and  Sluice  Valves 
to  serve  Glynndale  Drive,  Newby,  for  T,  Readman 

3.  237  yards  3"  Cast  Iron  Main  complete  with  Hydrants  and  Sluice  Valves 
to  serve  Fairfield  Crescent,  Newby,  for  C.R.  Coates. 

This  represents  an  increase  of  543  yards  of  Cast  Iron  3"  water 

main. 


A  2"  water  main  was  replaced  by  a  3"  when  alterations  to  the 
Newby  Bridge  were  being  carried  out. 

FOOD  HYGIENE 


A  lecture  was  held  at  the  Newby  County  Primary  School  and  attended 
by  ratepayers,  when  general  information  in  connection  with  food,  and  in 
particular,  .Food  Hygiene,  was  given. 

The  Shopkeepers  in  the  area  remained  co-operative  and  a  high 
standard  in  Food  Preparation,  Storage,  and  distribution  were  maintained. 

CAMPING  SITES  ,  | 

There  was  no  increase  of  Camping  Sites  within  the  Area  during  the 
year.  There  still  remains  one  Permanent  Caravan  Site  at  High  Mill  Farm, 
Scalby,  licensed  to  accommodate  10  Caravans.  The  owner  of  this  site  has  now 
provided  a  suitable  sanitary  block,  complete  with  ablutions,  and  connected 
to  main  drainage.  Camping  sites  at  Wrea  Head  for  temporary  use  during 
Summer  months  were  again  authorised,  and  maintained  in  good  condition.  Two 
caravans  temporarily  sited  at  High  Farm,  Throxenby,  received  an  extension 
of  12  months. 

SANITARY  CONDITIONS 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Weekly  collection  was  maintained  throughout  the  area,  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  isolated  propertie s / (Farms  &c„),  despite  considerable 
building  development . 

SALVAGE  COLLECTION 

The  co-operation  of  the  householders  in  this  direction 
continued  throughout  the  year  under  review  and  resulted  in  the  collection 
of  105  tons  11  cwts.  of  waste  paper. 

Salvage  rags  and  scrap  metal  of  various  types  was  also  disposed 
of  satisfactorily. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT  1956 

During  the  year  120  visits  were  carried  out  and  55  nuisances 
discovered,  all  of  which  were  abated  without  the  service  of  Statutory 
Notices. 

RODENT  CONTROL 


The  recommendations  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  were  exclusively  adopted  in  the  campaign  against  rodent 
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infestation,  and  excellent:  results  were  obtained.  A  total  of  258  surveys 
were  carried  out  during  the  twelve  months  under  report,  when  1 A3  actual 
rat  bodies  were  recovered  and  an  estimated  kill  of  310,  representing  1 
major  infe station  and  25  minor.

MEAT  INSPECTION 

Three  Private  Slaughterhouses  have  been  licensed  within  the 
Urban  District,  and  309  visits  were  made  resulting  in  the  voluntary 
surrender  of  12f-  cwts.  of  meat  and  offal,  which  was  unfit  for  human 
consumption. 

Byelaws  were  adopted  muring  the  year  in  connection  with 
'Sanitary  Conditions  and  management  of  Private  Slaughterhouses'.

STREETS 


Notices  were  served  on  the  Frontagers  of  the  Private  Unadopted 
Street  known  as  Throxenoy  Lane,  fhroxenby,  under  Section  19  of  The 
Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act  1907  in  connection  with  urgent  repairs. 
The  work  was  carried  out  in  a  satisfactory  manner  by  Direct  Labour. 

A  further  Private  Unadopted  Street  off  Hackness  Road,  serving 
development  by  T.  Gibson  was  commenced  under  the  terms  of  an  agreement. 

HOUSING  aCT  1936 

Most  of  the  development  comprising  the  Soalby  Urban  District 
is  of  recent  origin  'and  thus  few  houses  of  a  sub-standard  nature  are  to 
be  found. 
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During  the  year  under  review  notices  under  Section  11  of  the 
Housing  Act  1936  were  served  in  connection  with  six  properties. 
Undertakings  were  accepted  in  the  case  of  four  houses  that  they  should 
not  he  used  for  human  habitation,  and  in  the  case  of  two  for  demolition.
